An official of the Ontario federation of 
agriculture suggests that, unless the pack- 
ing plants are got into operation quickly, 
steps should be taken to revive the export 
of cattle to the United States 

That would seem to be almost inevitable 
There is no point in holding finished cattle 
in order to keep up beef shipments to Britain 
if the processing plants remain idle. The 
farmers and feeders are losing money hold- 
ing such cattle, and if these can be shipped 
alive to the United States—or elsewhere— 
there could be no justification for refusing 
to allow them to ship. 

The same goes for hogs. Britain needs 
bacon even more than beef. But it won't get 
the bacon unless the plants produce it. If 
the plants cannot function, it would be im- 


posing pointless hardship upon the farmers 
to neglect any opportunity to open markets 


for their hogs wherever buyers can be found 
Stock growers and finishers have been 

hit hard by the closing of the plants 

are out of pocket every day t 


closed.

Mohandas Gandhi is a disillusioned and 


disappointed man, possibly also a man on the | 


verge of sheer despair. He says “There's no 


point in living as long as Hindus and Mos- 


| lems go on hating and killing one another.” 


A main factor in producing the tragedy 
now being enacted in India was that Gandhi 
did not believe the hating and killing would 
go on with redoubled fury if the discipline 
enforced by British authority were removed. 
Dreaming that home-rule would bring peace 
and tolerance, he refused to heed the warn- 
ings of less temperamental and more cool- 
headed men. To him, more than to any other 
person, is due the premature withdrawal of 
the restraining force and the orgy of 
Slaughter and pillage that has followed. 

Gandhi did not know his countrymen. 
only supposed he knew them 
of peace, he assumed that they were like 
him. That the fires of race and religious 
hate still smouldered, and only awaited an 
opportunity to burst into violence, was in- 
conceivable to his idealistic mind. His lamen- 
tation at the outbreak is tinged deeply with 
surprise. This isn’t at all what he expected. 

The motives of Gandhi are not to be ques- 
tioned 
fault. Like all zealots, 
guided by the counsel of those who viewed 
the situation with unimpassioned reason 
India is paying a heavy price for his mistake
